With regret the resignation of Miss. Carol A. Lavoie 
was accepted during the summer. She had given very sat- 
isfactory service both in the Atwell Hill School and at the 
Village. She is now teaching in Warren, N. H. Mrs. Char- 
lotte F. Woodward of Orford, N. H. was elected to fill the 
vacancy in the primary room. 


From time to time parents want information about 
and explanation of school practices.
